Way to banish 
varnish stains

DEAR PO LLY — 1 want to share some of my tried and 
true household hints that have been used through 43 years 
of marriage 
An old fashioned curling iron can be put to modern use. 
It makes an ideal sealer for the cellophane bags used to 
hold food for the freezer Let the iron get warm but not 
hot. fold over the end of the bag and press it in the iron 
This makes a neat air-tight closing 
Save that paper backing you peel off adhesive-backed 
vinyl covering to use when enlarging pattern diagrams. It 
is already marked in one inch squares and the paper is 
just great for most patterns. 
Cut rolled dough with ice cube tray dividers This saves 
time and cookies and biscuits are always the same size 
When spreading glue or paste, put the item to be glued 
on an old magazine. Tear off the top page to have a nice 
clean surface when needed and repeat each time for each 
Item - H E L E N B 
DEAR POLLY - Before stuffing a turkey. 1 loosen the 
skin from the breast by running my hand between the skin 
and the breast. I slice a quarter pound stick of margarine 
the long way and put these pieces between the breast and 
the skin, adding salt The larger the turkey the more 
margarine one uses. As the turkey cooks, it self-bastes for 
nice moist white meat and a nice brown skin. — NORA

Another source suggests applying dry cleaning fluid 
(such as one uses to remove spots from clothing) and then 
a solution made of one teaspoon detergent and one teas­ 
poon white vinegar in a quart of water. Re-apply dry 
cleaning fluid with a cloth or sponge, then dry as quickly 
as possible by either blotting up or using a fan or even a 
hair blower. You did not say what material your carpet is, 
so do test in an inconspicuous spot first. - POLLY. i N EA )

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What can you do with an ex-president?

WASHINGTON — What are we now to 
do with Gerald Ford'' Grover Cleveland 
once suggested that ex-presidents be 
taken to five-acre lots and shot. On 
reflection, however, he admitted that 
five acres seems needlessly large, and, 
anyway, ex-presidents have suffered 
enough. Hence we remain baffled by 
their presence. 


Very often the nation 
has been content to 
deposit 
former ex­ 
ecutives on the rubbish 
pile of history. We have 
long had provisions to 
call our federal judges 
out of retirement for 
emergency duty. Gen­ 
erals stand by for all of 
their lives. But as for 
faded presidents, as Harry Truman used 
to say. “ they are just allowed to starve.” 


Tiede 


Truman’s remark was a figurative 
one. but not altogether. For most of 
America’s history ex-presidents were not 
only turned out to pasture but literally 
left to go hungry if that be the case. With 
no pension or federal provision, for ex­ 
ample, Tom Jefferson had to sell his 
library to Congress to eat — and even­ 
tually died $40,000 in debt. John Adams 
also expired in genteel poverty, Ulysses 
Grant once had but $80 to his name, and 
Woodrow Wilson lived out his years on 
charity. 


The financial abuse ended with the 
departure of Truman, when a following 
Congress instituted the first arrange­ 
ment for the economic security of former 
presidents. Indeed today this arrange­ 
ment has become lavish, even excessive, 
to the point where the unelected Ford, in 
office only two years, will receive an an­ 
nual pension of $100,000, an annual staff 
stipend of $60,000, and $1 million in tran­ 
sition funds. 


And yet though Ford will be most com­ 
fortable in retirement — he is the only 
politician in America to profit so hand­ 
somely from Watergate — there is still 
the question of whether the nation can 
find further use for him History does not 
offer much optimism. Herbert Hoover 
once remarked that the only thing for an 
ex-president to do is “ take pills and 
dedicate libraries" 
We seldom en­ 
courage much more 


There are exceptions. Hoover, for one, 
organized the Hoover Commission in 
retirem ent, 
and 
redirected 
the 
bureaucracy toward greater efficiency. 
William Howard Taft became a justice of 
the Supreme Court. Jefferson created the 
University of Virginia. John Adams won 
nine terms in Congress. And John Tyler 
also went from the White House to Con­ 
gress, albeit the Provisional Confederate 
Congress. 


But such service has been rare for ex­ 
presidents. Perhaps because their op-

In an environmental policy 
statement issued in the last days 
of the presidential campaign, 
Jimmy Carter asserted that the 
nation can control pollution, con­ 
serve energy and create jobs at 
the same time. 
As for the second goal, the na­ 
tion, 
he said,

agressive program of energy 
conservation” 
that includes 
making autos more fuel effi­ 
cient. 
As President Carter, he will 
have a job cut out for himself. 
Only three days after his elec­ 
tion, the Federal Highway Ad­ 
ministration 
announced that 
Americans will burn 
more 
gasoline in 1976 than any year in 
history. 
This is an ominous reversal of 
the previous trend. At the begin­ 
ning of this year, gasoline con­ 
sumption was still well below 
pre-embargo levels. 
One of the issues made most 
conspicuous by the absence of 
any discussion about it during 
the election campaign is the 
steady deterioration of Ameri­ 
ca’s petroleum position. 
We 
are now 
importing 
something like 40 per cent of our 
oil, while domestic production 
approached a 10-year low in Oc­ 
tober. The industry is not in­ 
vesting as much as it should in

tions have been limited. The able Taft, 
for instance, wanted to return at the end 
of his term to the practice of law, but 
could not because he felt it improper to 
appear before federal judges he himself 
may have appointed. As for other fields, 
there have always been offers for retired 
chiefs, but as Calvin Coolidge use to ex­ 
plain, “ they don’t want me, they want to 
hire a former president.” 


To be sure, as Hoover added, “ There 
are small pickings for former presidents, 
except for (inappropriate) corporate 
connections. 
The 
alternative 
is 
to 
become a columnist and crowd some 
worthy workman out of the press; to take 
soap or pill money from broadcasting 
news comments. Any of these mean 
more or less exploitation of the presiden­ 
cy.” 


So it is that many ex-presidents have 
merely wasted away. And certainly the 
best example is Theodore Roosevelt. On­ 
ly 50 upon leaving the White House, he 


tried and failed to exhaust his energies 
on such things as expeditions and 
writing. Frustrated, he entered presi­ 
dential politics again as an ill-fated third 
party champion, A has-been in the prime 
of his life, he weakened, and died embit­ 
tered at 60. 


Jerry Ford is only 63, and nearly as 
robust as Roosevelt. It is said he does not 
need the stimulus of high power as have 
many of his predecessors, but it cannot 
be expected that his letdown from office 
— a euphoric office that came to him in 
an extraordinary way — will be easy. It 
is a hard thing for a large man when the 
phone goes quiet. 


Perhaps he should be given a seat as a 
senator-at-large. The idea has often been 
discussed regarding other ex-presidents. 
The alternative may be to let him 
atrophy, to become a curious Republican 
decoration, to watch him grow old in the 
Sunday supplements. That seems a 
shame. 


new exploration but is playing it 
safe with shallow, less expensive 
wells in proven fields. 
It costs about $4 million to sink 
a well on land and a minimum of 
$60 million to drill offshore. Ac­ 
cording to Hughes Tool Co., the 
leading producer of drilling bits, 
the country needs 900 more off­ 
shore rigs to become 75 per cent 
self-sufficient in oil, let alone 
‘‘energy independent.” 


Yet despite the alarming 
statistics, the outlook is that the 
incoming Congress will continue 
to treat oil wells like wishing 
wells, will continue to spend its 
time denouncing the “ greedy” 
oil companies and will continue 
to encourage Americans in the 
delusion that they can go on 
burning gasoline and natural gas 
in plenty and on the cheap. 


An aggressive program of con­ 
servation is fine, and Jimmy 
Carter should have the support 
of every 
American in this 
regard. 
More efficient auto­ 
mobiles are fine, and the in­ 
dustry is beginning to come up 
with them. 


But what the country needs 
most of all from the new ad­ 
ministration is a rational energy 
policy that will provide the in­ 
centives that will get oil and 
natural gas production moving 
up again.

\ixon ^on the stand’ 


in Frost interviews

WASHINGTON - When Richard Nix­ 
on faces the television cameras for his 
first intervie\\' since he abandoned the 
White House, he’ll be cross-examined as 
if he were on the witness stand. 


TV interviewer David Frost, in the 
strictest of secrecy, has drawn up a set of 
questions that would satisfy a Watergate 
prosecutor. If Nixon balks over the rough 
iine of questioning, the entertainer 
turned-investigator may take legal ac­ 
tion to compel him to reply 


Sources close to Frost say that any 
refusal to answer the hard questions 
would “ not be in the spirit of the con­ 
tract,” which provides for an estimated 
$750,000 payment to the former presi­ 
dent, They consider a lawsuit, however, 
only an “ extreme possibility.” 


Frost himself, in a guarded talk with us 
from Paris, played down any such 
possibility. “ I think,” he said, “ that 
(Nixon) wants to confront his past.” 
Frost declined further comment. 


To prevent the questions from leaking 
out before the taping session with Nixon 
next March, Frost has written harsh con­ 
fidentiality clauses into the contracts 
with his three researchers. Nevertheless, 
we have learned that pointed questions 
will be put to Nixon: 


-- Was he responsible for the criminal 
erasure of the famous 18 and one half­ 
minute tape segment, which might have 
implicated him much earlier in the 
Watergate coverup'' 


- Does Nixon know of any other illegal 
acts, besides those aready in print, that 
the White House plumbers carried out’ 


— Is he aware of other improper ac­ 
tivities, not yet revealed, of the FBI, Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency and Internal 
Revenue Service’ 


— Did Nixon authorize the so-called 
“ Kissinger wiretaps” of newsmen and 
Kissinger aides? Did he approve any 
other wiretaps? 


Frost also plans to ask the deposed 
president personal questions about his 
emotional reactions and his phlebitis at­ 
tack after he was forced out of the White 
House. And there will be historical ques­ 
tions, of course, about Nixon’s role in 
ending the Vietnam war, negotiating the 
detente with Russia and China, the SALT 
talks, and the military coup in Chile. 


Frost will conduct 12 two-hour, raw in­ 
terviews with Nixon at San Clemente. 
These will be compressed into four 
shows, each to run 90 minutes. Frost 
hopes to put the programs on the air dur­ 
ing consecutive weeks, beginning in 
May. 


He wrote into his contract a clause that 
no one, including Nixon, will have the 
right to edit the raw material but Frost 
himself. He has hired three crack in­ 
vestigators—James 
Reston Jr., 
Phil 
Stanford and Robert Zelnick — to help 
him with the basic research. Clearly, the 
famous TV interviewer will pull no 
punches. 


MOON TROUPE — Rev. Sun Myung 
.Moon, the self-proclaimed Korean holy 
man, has frequently lobbied in the halls 
■of Congress on behalf of his religion, his 
country and the anti-Communist cause. 
We have previously reported how his 
missionaries collar congressmen and 
even frequent the inner sanctums of 


House Speaker Carl Albert’s office. 


Now confidential State Department 
cables reveal that Moon’s minions have 
been throwing their weight around in the 
United Nations, in Africa and in the Mid­ 
dle East. 


A June, 1975, classified cable from the 
U.S. mission at the United Nations to the 
American embassy in Sierra Leone, for 
example, claimed that Moon’s Unifica­ 
tion Church had acted as a “ professional, 
well-financed lobbyist group at the 29th 
UNGA 
(United 
Nations 
General 
Assembly).” 


The Moon disciples, stated the cable, 
had worked with another group, pro­ 
testing the treatment of Japanese na­ 
tionals living in North Korea. The Moon 
troupe “ consisted of very determined 
and well-organized people who are not 
willing to give up without (a) fight,” the 
UN mission reported. 


American diplomats in Sierra Leone 
had become concerned about the ac­ 
tivities of Moon missionaries in that 
country who were presenting themselves 
as representatives of a firm called the 
Ginseng Trading Corporation. The U.S. 
ambassador asked the State Department 
for information, 


The “ Ginseng Trading Corporation 
(is) one of two corporations set up by 
(the) church,” replied the home office. 
The tea company's agents were in Sierra 
Leone, the State Department cabled, 
primarily for business purposes, but cor­ 
porate officials had “ no objections” if 
they wanted to do missionary work at the 
same time.

WASHINGTON - We all ought to think 
about President-elect Jimmy Carter’s 
answer the other day when he was asked 
what his attitude would be toward coun­ 
tries with dictatorial regimes which deny 
their citizens basic human rights

and 
the 
normal 
friendship of our coun­

would

mined or affected by 
the attitudes of those 
c ou ntrie s 
toward 
human rights.”

In terms of national 
morality, or his personal idealism, it is 
hard to argue with Carter But a glance 
at the map shows that in terms of the 
harsh practicalities of international af- 
fairs^the new president has invited a few 
headaches for himself and his yet- 
unnamed secretary of state. 


South Korea is a glaring example of the 
agonizing Carter will have to do if he 
tries to implement a policy of holding 
back aid and friendship from dictatorial 
governments 
which 
trample 
human 
freedoms. 


The United States has made a colossal 
commitment to keeping South Korea 
“ free" from the Communist tyranny of 
North Korea. Some 5,720,000 American 
boys fought in the Korean war, with 
54,000 
dying 
and 
103,000 
suffering 
wounds, 


But “ freedom” has been a vanishing 
commodity in South Korea ever since 
Park Chung Hee took the country over in 
a military coup in 1961. Now Americans 
not only read disgusting stories of Park’s 
brutal suppression of all rivals and 
critics, they see daily revelations of his 
agents using bribery and other techni­ 
ques to maintain support in the United 
States — especially in Congress. 


But when Carter gets down to the hard 
decision of what to do about South Korea 
he will face the losing poker player’s 
dilemma: how much good money will he 
send out chasing bad money’ 


Those deaths and injuries in the 
Korean war are only part of our invest­ 
ment in South Korea, The State Depart­ 
ment reports that from 1964 through 
fiscal 1975 the U.S. gave South Korea $6.4 
billion in military aid and $4,5 billion in 
economic assistance. In addition to these 
outright gifts there were billions of 
dollars in loans at very favorable terms. 


Then, according to the Pentagon, the 
operating cost of keeping 42,000 U.S. 
troops in South Korea this fiscal year will 
be $686 million. The cost has been at 
roughly this level since 1971, when some 
20,000 Gls were pulled out of Korea. 


Carter has hinted that he might 
withdraw more, or all, of the troops re­ 
maining in Korea 
He can bet that 
anguished cries will come from Seoul 
claiming that he is leaving South Korea 
vulnerable to attack from North Korea, 
and thus jeopardizing the “ freedom” of 
34 million South Koreans. 


Carter will find that many Americans 
will be moved by such plaints from Seoul. 
They will ask why, when, we have in­ 
vested vast amounts of manpower and 
money over a third of a century in the 
project 
of 
keeping 
Korea 
non- 
Communist, 
he 
should 
take 
some 
precipitous, idealistic action that jeopar­ 
dizes everything 


Some Americans, many of them in 
Congress, will argue that Park Chung 
Hee has a bitter, dangerous foe on his 
borders and that he cannot permit the 
luxury of dissent and political turmoil 
that is so cherished in “ secure” countries 
like the U.S. “ So what’s a little oppres­ 
sion among friends’ ” 


When Mr. Carter discovers all the com­ 
plications and pitfalls of trying to bring 
idealism to U.S. relations with South 
Korea he just might throw his hands up 
in despair and say: “ Wait till my second 
term before anybody brings up Chile — 
or even Brazil.”

Americans

more money at restaurants 
these days, even though menu 
prices are rising at a much 
faster rate than the cost of 
food at home. 
And at least one culinary ex­ 
pert indicates that consumers 
may not always be getting 
their money's worth. 
The sales forecast comes 
from the National Restaurant 
Association; 
the 
criticism 
comes from Franz K, Le- 
moine, director of a Pro­ 
vidence, 
R I., 
school 
that 
trains would-be chefs. 
The restaurant association 
predicted recently that sales 
for the food service industry 
as 
a 
whole 
— 
including 
everything 
from 
school 
c a f e t e r i a s 
to 
f a n c y 
restaurants — would total 
$86.9 billion next year, up 10.6 
per cent from 1976, 
“ Today, for every $100 that 
an American family uses to 
purchase food, around $34 is 
spent on food away from home 
— one out of every three food 
dollars," said the association 
p re s id e n t, 
P a t r ic k 
L 
O’Malley. “ By 1980, we feel 
confident that Americans will 
be spending two out of five 
dollars in our industry." 
The biggest growth, said 
O’Mallev, will be in.fasl-food 


establishments, “ a segment 
lof the industry! which literal­ 
ly did not exist 20 years ago," 
The fast-food establishments 
now account for almost one- 
third of eating place sales and 
will increase 14.1 per cent next 
year, O'Malley said. 
Menu prices in 1977 will rise 
an average of 6.5 per cent, a 
little less than this year's in­ 
crease, according to the trade 
association.

ST, LOUIS (AP) - The 
clock finally struck at mid­ 
night for those masters of the 
Cinderella finish — the St.

Gray had two steps on the 
nearest Redskin defender but 
couldn’t hang on, and after a 
fourth-down pass was over­ 
thrown, Washington ran out 
the clock. 


“ Right now, it’s the biggest 
win we’ve had in six years,” 
said Redskins Coach George 
Allen. 


Washington, which would 
have been eliminated from the 
playoffs with a loss, carries a 
7-4 record into its final three 
games, including a meeting 
with 
N FC 
East-leading 
Dallas. 


The Redskins virtually must 
win all three to make the 
playoffs, while St. Louis has to 
capture two of its three re­ 
maining games in a schedule 
that begins with Dallas on

One fireman on the scene 
said ‘i t was a miracle” that 
none of the 150 people working 
the all-night shift was killed^ 
immediately by the blast ear­ 
ly Sunday. Witnesses said the 
force of the explosion hurled 
some of the victims to the 
street. 
About 25 persons were burn­ 
ed severely. Because of a 
shortage of burn facilities 
here, some had to be taken to 
hospitals 
in 
neighboring 
states. A few of the critically 
injured had burns over 90 per 
cent of their bodies, 
and 
hospital officials said they 
feared 
some 
would 
not 
survive. 
“ It was really horrible. I 
saw men with their clothing 
and skin burned off,” said 
Chris Boggio, 19, a helper at 
the plant. “ The blast threw me 
clean across the room.” 
Teddy 
Orzechowska 
of 
Brooklyn suffered burns over 
30 per cent of his body. "I was 
in the middle of the "flames, I 
didn't know where to run,” he 
said. 
The aroma of spearmint 
filled the air, and hot gum 
stuck to the boots of firemen 
battling the blaze. 
Fire 
marshals, 
sifting 
through the debris in the six- 
story brick structure in the 
Long Island City section of 
Queens, theorized that a stray 
spark may have ignited com­ 
bustible dust, triggering the 
blast. 
Witnesses 
described 
a 
nightmarish scene of victims 
stumbling from the building, 
their clothing burned away 
and flesh peeling from their 
bodies. In many cases the

a cau se of colds 


Dear Dr. Lamb — How can 
a person prevent colds? Will 
vitamin C prevent them or 
not? Will it cure a cold if you 
get one“^ And how can 1 tell the 
difference between a simple 
cold, the flu or bronchitis? I’d 
like to get through most of this 
winter with a minimal number 
of colds if at all possible. 
Dear Reader — The cold 
and flu season is already here. 
There are three big waves of 
respiratory infections — in the 
fall, mid-winter and again in 
the spring. However, colds 
and related illnesses can oc­ 
cur at any time. 
One of the most important 
concepts to understand is that 
these illnesses are all con­ 
tagious illnesses. They are 
spread from person to person 
like other contagious diseases. 
They are not caused by ex­ 
posure to cold weather. 
A number of years ago a 
group of scientists decided to 
study the Eskimos because of 
their exposure to cold. The 
Eskimos were all free of colds 
and had been for years until 
the scientists arrived to study 
them. Then the village came

with

whopping 
epidemic of colds. They had 
been infected by the visiting 
team 
of 
s c ie n t is t s 
— 
demonstrating 
dramatically 
the difference between the 
germ and the environment as 
a cause for the common cold. 
The best way to avoid a cold 
is to avoid peopk 
ho have 
one. 
Unfortunate 
people 
begin shedding ti 
viruses 
that 
cause 
these 
illnesses 
several days before there are 
any apparent symptoms. But 
you can avoid exposure to peo­ 
ple you know have a cold. 
There is an oddity in label­ 
ing what is a cold, flu. bron­ 


chitis or other related illness. 
The same virus can cause a 
cold, laryngitis, bronchitis or 
even 
pneum onia 
The 
diagnosis depends upon how 
the virus affects the body. If 
the virus illness involves the 
nose and sinuses with a mild, 
sore throat and limited fever, 
it is a cold. 
If the same virus involves 
the bronchi in the lungs, it is 
bronchitis and the illness may 
be much more severe. The 
same germ can even cause 
pneumonia, 
meaning 
the • 
lungs are involved. 
No, vitamin C does not pre­ 
vent colds despite all the 
public attention it has gotten. 
P rop erly 
designed 
ex­ 
periments have failed to show 
any protection against colds at 
all by taking large doses of 
vitamin C. Moreover one can’t 
abort a cold with large doses 
once he has been infected. 
There are some questionable 
results 
that suggest 
large 
amounts of vitamin C will 
shorten the duration of symp­ 
toms and their severity — but 
other studies fail to show this. 
You should know that an­ 
tibiotics 
are 
useless 
in 
treating any of the cold-flu 
group. They are helpful in 
treating a secondary bacterial 
infection — such as bacterial 
pneumonia as a complication 
of a cold or flu episode. 
Many people do not realize 
that a good way to transmit 
these illnesses is by the hands. 
Keep your hands clean. If you 
are out, wear gloves to avoid 
picking up germs from door 
knobs and counters. 
Don’t 
touch your hands to your face. 
And above all avoid crowds 
when voucan. (NEA)

men inherited

economy by means of a tax 
cut 
Whether the resemblance 
continues will depend upon 
several factors over which the 
president-elect has far less 
control than he might wish to 
have 
He does not. for example, 
control Arthur F Burns, the 
chairman of the 
Federal 
R eserve Board And he does 
not control public opinion and 
confidence, which he must 
have on his side if his 
economic measures are to be 
effectiv£. 
Burns, who has almost 
autocratic independence in 
shaping the country’s 
monetarv policy, has thrown 
up a 
series 'of confusing 


signals in recent days that 
leave in question his attitude 
toward a tax cut 
He has. at different times, 
indicated he was against a 
reduction in federal income 
taxes, that 
he wasn't 
necessarily opposed to a cut. 
that discussion of the subject 
was premature, and that his 
mind remains open. 
Burns could challenge the 
president-elect's goals by 
refusing to adjust monetary 
policy — that is, the money 
supply and interest rates — to 
the fiscal — or spending and 
taxing — 
policy of the 
administration. 
The potential for such a con­ 
flict exists, because Burns has 
repeatedly indicated that in 
his view the major problem is 
inflation, while Carter seems 
to be more concerned with 
unemplovment. 


Conservative economists 
long have feared those elected 
officials who seek quickly to 
correct serious unemploy­ 
ment. As they see it, short- 
range corrections almost 
always lead to inflation, and 
perhaps w orse recession too. 
The president elect is con­ 
fronted with an entirely dif­ 
ferent consideration that also 
might challenge his efforts to 


return 
momentum to the 
economy. That is. his ability to 
restore confidence. 
In an economic context, con­ 
fidence is expressed in spen­ 
ding. People who are uncer­ 
tain of the future do not com­ 
mit themselves to it; they are 
more inclined to save, to con­ 
serve. than to spend and 
expand 
Throughout 1976 President 
Ford failed to inspire a great 
deal of confidence in the 
future — that is, if one is to 
judge by the spending habits 
of individuals and businesses. 
If Carter cannot do better, 
therefore, there exists the 
possibility that a tax cut, if 
enacted, 'might provide funds 
to families and business that 
would end up in the bank 
rather than being used direct­ 
ly to buy goods in the market 
place 
These, then, are two distinct 
challenges to Carter’s efforts 
to get the economy moving 
again, and both involve his 
personal qualities of per­ 
suasiveness and leadership. 
If he can convince the chair­ 
man of the Fed and the people 
who elected him that he knows 
what he’s about, then the odds 
would seem to indicate suc­ 
cess for his economic 
program.

Diesel fuel is averaging 53,3 
cents a gallon, the association 
said.

over the long weekend. 
Over 70 per cent of the sta­ 
tions surveyed said they 
planned to be open on the holi­ 
day itself. Thursday, Nov. 25; 
more than half indicated they 
would pump gas aR er 6 p.m. 
that day; all said normal 
operating hours would be 
observed on Friday and Satur­ 
day. and only 20 per cent said

Market investments net 
548% growth in 2 years 


NEW YOR K (AR ) - In the 
two years that ended 
September 1, 1974, P'ugene 
Mellish of Keene. N H . saw 
his investment grow 548 per 
cent. 


A stock market amateur, he 
attributes his success to the 
theory that “ buying stocks is 
like buying hamburg. ” 
Mellish. 53. began with two 
stocks. Jim Walter Corp., a 
company 
diversified 
in 
building 
materials, 
home 
building and 
savings and 
loans, and New Process Co., a 
mail order house Jim Walter 
cost ‘ $14.12, 
New 
Process. 
$4.62. 
His investments were part 
of a contest that set an initial 
limit of $300, so he began with 
only $273.71 — 10 shares of Jim 
Walter for $149 95. and 25 
shares of New Process for 
$123.76. 
On April 28, 1975 he sold Jim 
Walter at $34 87 a share and 
bought 60 more shares of New 
Process, which by now had 
risen to $6.37 a share. On 
November 12 he sold his 85 
New Process shares at $14 and 
rested a w hile 
By December 19. U.S. In­ 
dustries looked good and he 
purchased 300 shares at S3 37, 
By Sept 1. 1976. the closing 
date of the contest, these 
shares were worth $6 .50 each. 
With dividends, and minus 
commissions, his $273.71 rose 
to a value of $1,772 49 in less 
than two years This week the 
U S 
Industries shares re­ 
mained around that price 


Clubs, whose contest he won. 
Mellish offered advice that 
probably 
never 
before 
has 
been heard from an invest­ 
ment adviser, and certainly 
not from W all Street. 
“ If hamburg has too much 
fat. there is nothing left when 
it is cooked.” he wrote. “ If 
there is not enough fat. it 
cooks up to be dry as sawdust 
The balance must be just right 
to 
m a k e

n ic e 
ju ic y 
hamburg.” 
Same with stocks — you 
need a nice balance before you 
have a juicy investment, said 
Mellish.

has caused the economic col­ 
lapse of the country,” Seaga 
said in an interview 
“ The 
government’s 
political 
ideology is not acceptable to 
the rural people and the urban 
middle class,” 
Manley, 51-year-old son of 
the PNP’s founder, denied in a 
television address Saturday 
that he made any “ secret 
deals” with Cuba and said 
such opposition charges were 
a “ big election lie.” He said 
Jamaica wanted “ amicable”

States but said “ on the other 
hand, we are part of the Third
